A sound producing device to be mounted in an 
electronic instrument, comprising: 
a case;

in electroacoustic transducer mounted in the case; 
a\sound discharging nozzle projected from the case and 
communicated with an upper chamber above the electroacoustic 
transducer so as to discharge a sound produced by the 
electroacoustic transducer . 



2 . \ The device according to claim 1 further 
comprising a substrate secured to the case and mounting the 
electroactoustibstransducer , said nozzle projecting from the 
case in pWa^le'Mwith the substrate.

The electronic instrument according to claim 3 
further^ comprising a cylindrical cushion provided between 
an msidd wall of the opening and an outside wall of the sound 
discharging nozzle . 
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
